The  Committee  of  Visitors  beg  to  report  to  the  Courts 
of  .Quarter  Sessions  that  the  average  weekly  mainten¬ 
ance-rate  for  the  Patients  in  the  County  Asylum  during 
the  year  has  been  8s.  2Jd.,  against  8s.  Ofd.  in  1864. 

The  increase  in  the  rate  is  caused  by  the  rise  in  the 
price  of  almost  all  kinds  of  provisions. 

The  Visitors  have  also  to  report  that  the  enlarge¬ 
ment  of  the  Asylum  upon  the  plans  approved  by  the 
Quarter  Sessions  has  been  completed  to  their  satisfac¬ 
tion.  The  new  buildings  were  handed  over  by  the 
Contractor  on  the  14th  of  October,  and  in  the  month  of 
November  the  Patients  were  removed  into  the  new 
wards. 

The  original  estimate  for  the  works  of  enlargement 
was  ^15,000,  the  actual  cost  has  been  TT5,120  8s.  Od. 
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In  consequence  of  the  extension  of  the  building,  it 
became  necessary  to  enlarge  the  Gas  Works.  This 
alteration  has  been  carried  out  during  the  past  year,  at 
an  expense  of  £838  17s. 

By  the  removal  of  the  Patients  from  the  Birmingham 
and  Grove  Hall  Asylums,  an  average  annual  saving  of 
J?15  Is.  2d.  per  head  in  the  maintenance  of  32  patients 
■will  be  effected,  and  all  the  Patients  will  now  be  under 
the  care  of  the  Medical  Superintendent. 

The  Visitors  again  desire  to  call  attention  to  the 
insufficient  size  of  the  Chapel, — which  furnishes  accom¬ 
modation  only  for  one  half  of  the  Patients  capable  of 
attending  divine  worship, — a  subject  repeatedly  brought 
before  the  Committee  by  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy. 
The  estimated  expense  of  a  new  Chapel  is  J?l,500,  and 
of  converting  the  present  Chapel  into  a  Recreation 
Hall,  <£300.

Report  op  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy. 


Lincolnshire  County  Asylum, 

I4rth  August,  1865. 

Since  the  visit  to  this  Asylum  on  the  18th  of  last  November, 
100  patients  have  been  admitted  (48  males  and  52  females)  ;  51 
have  been  discharged  (25  males  and  26  females)  ;  and  35  have 
died  (21  males  and  14  females).  Of  those  discharged,  21  men 
and  28  women  had  recovered,  and  4  men  and  8  women  were 
transferred  to  other  care.  There  was  among  the  deaths  one  suicide, 
the  first  that  had  occurred  in  this  Asylum  for  ten  years,  of  which 
the  particulars  were  communicated  to  our  Board  ;  and  in  another 
case  an  inquest  was  held,  where  an  epileptic  had  been  found  dead 
in  bed.  In  the  rest  of  the  deaths  there  is  nothing  unusual  to 
report,  all  being  from  ordinary  causes. 

We  have  seen  to-day  at  our  visit  453  patients,  213  being  males, 
and  240  females  ;  in  addition  to  whom  the  name  of  one  man,  an 
escaped  criminal  patient,  is  still  continued  on  the  books.  Of  these 
numbers,  we  found  only  3  women  and  1  man  in  bed,  all  but  one 
suffering  from  merely  casual  complaints  ;  and  on  the  register  of 
those  taking  medicine  at  present  there  are  but  19  names,  the  health 
of  the  inmates  generally  being  good. 

Of  their  personal  condition,  and  unusual  freedom  from  excite¬ 
ment,  we  have  to  repeat  what  was  said  at  the  last  visit.  There  was 
no  exception  to  the  prevailing  quiet,  order,  and  good  conduct  in  both 
divisions.  On  the  female  side,  the  so-called  refractory  class  were 
mixed  with  the  other  patients  in  the  A  and  B  airing-court ;  but 
they  were  not  distinguishable  from  the  rest  at  the  time  of  our  visit 
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either  by  disorder  of  dress,  or  violence  of  language.  Nor  was  the 
state  of  the  same  class  on  the  male  side  less  satisfactory.  They 
were  in  their  own  airing-court,  which,  by  the  praiseworthy  exertion 
of  the  attendant  who  has  principal  charge  of  it,  has  been  prettily 
laid  out,  and  extensively  planted  with  flower-beds.  Of  these,  there 
are  six  or  seven  on  the  border  given  over  to  the  exclusive  care  of 
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particular  patients  ;  in  one  corner  there  is  a  small  potatoe  plot 
belonging  to  a  patient  formerly  of  very  objectionable  habits ;  the 
northern  wall  is  covered  with  gourds,  planted  a  few  months  since, 
and  to  none  of  these  or  the  flowers  has  any  sort  of  damage  been  done 
by  any  one.  So  marked,  indeed,  has  been  the  beneficial  influence  of 
these  arrangements  on  the  most  troublesome  kind  of  patients,  that 
we  strongly  recommend  them  to  be  tried  to  the  same  extent  in  the 
corresponding  female  court,  and  we  are  sure  that  the  attempt  will 
be  made.  We  observed  with  satisfaction  the  progress  already 
made  in  enlarging  and  adapting  the  A  and  B  airing-courts  for  use 
by  the  additional  patients  in  the  new  wing  of  each  division.  The 
improvements  will  comprise  a  rockery  and  ornamental  work  to 
conceal  the  wall,  a  newly-planted  avenue  of  trees,  and  new  roads 
at  the  back  connecting  the  courts  and  forming  a  walk  all  round. 
The  construction  of  these  roads  has  formed  an  employment  for 
patients  whose  habits  had  rendered  them  unfit  for  regular  farm 
occupation. 

The  new  wings  will  be  ready  for  the  reception  of  patients  in  six 
weeks,  the  furniture  being  supplied  and  fit  to  be  placed  in  them, 
and  the  walls  sufficiently  dry.  Judging  from  that  on  the  female 
side,  which  we  examined  to-day,  they  are  well  built,  and  provided 
with  everything  necessary  to  comfort.  They  comprize,  in  two 
floors,  galleries,  day -rooms,  dormitories,  single  rooms,  baths  and 
lavatories,  sculleries,  and  housemaids’  closets,  water-closets  of  good 
construction,  and,  in  each,  a  dining-room  for  a  hundred  persons  ; 
with  a  school-room  large  enough  to  receive  the  classes  for  elementary 
instruction  for  each  division,  which  has  long  been  a  want  in  the 
Asylum.  Attending  those  classes  at  present  are  only  13  men  and 
8  or  10  women,  owing  to  this  deficiency  ;  but  with  the  new  room 
Dr.  Palmer  expects  to  raise  the  numbers  at  once  to  40  or  50. 
There  will  be  a  new  paid  schoolmaster,  acting  also  as  under¬ 
attendant  ;  and  the  engineer’s  wife  will  be  schoolmistress.  The 
ventilation  of  the  new  buildings  has  been  evidently  very  carefully 
provided  for.  In  the  general  bath-rooms  we  have  suggested 
curtains  by  way  of  screen  between  the  baths,  and  we  trust  that  it 
will  be  found  practicable  to  change  the  water  for  each  patient 
throughout  the  Asylum.  The  new  accommodation  will  add  80  beds 
to  each  side  ;  and  when  the  beds  now  in  excess  are  taken  out  of 
the  galleries  and  day-rooms,  and  the  Birmingham  and  Grove  Hall 
inmates  restored  to  the  Asylum,  there  will  remain  about  70  vacant 
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beds.  Whether  the  existing  laundry  and  wash-house  will  suffice 
for  the  increased  numbers,  seems  matter  of  grave  doubt ;  and  we 
recommend  to  early  consideration  this  important  question.  The 
inadequacy  of  the  chapel  for  such  numbers  has  led  at  length  to 
the  adoption  of  a  suggestion  frequently  urged  in  these  entries. 
A  new  detached  chapel  with  500  seats  will  immediately  be  built, 
and  the  old  one  will  be  converted  into  a  recreation-hall. 

Adverting  to  other  matters  of  remark  in  former  entries,  we  find 
that  for  all  the  day-rooms  and  sleeping-rooms  throughout  the 
Asylum  curtains  have  been  provided,  and  are  about  to  be  put  up, 
and  that  a  new  material  has  been  introduced  into  the  men’s 
clothing.  Additional  seats  and  carpetings  are  also  ordered  for  the 
dormitories  ;  and  among  improvements  made  since  the  last  visit, 
we  have  noticed  the  painting  of  portions  of  the  ceilings  of  dormi¬ 
tories  and  day-rooms  ;  the  introduction  of  a  wheel-chair  for  the 
infirm  and  paralysed,  the  purchase  of  a  sewing-machine,  a  more 
effectual  arrangement  for  morning  and  evening  prayers  in  the 
wards,  and  the  formation  among  the  attendants  of  an  evening 
class  for  reading  and  mutual  instruction.  The  weekly  drill,  as 
described  at  the  last  visit,  has  been  continued  regularly  twice  a 
week  with  good  effect,  and  we  saw  a  hundred  men  to-day,  under 
order  from  the  sergeant,  himself  a  patient,  go  through  the  evolu¬ 
tions  with  amusing  docility  and  good  humour.  In  their  hitherto 
limited  form,  the  schools  have  continued  to  be  conducted  by 
patients  ;  and  the  new  Chaplain  has  introduced  an  admirable 
practice  of  coming  once  a  week  to  read  out  of  some  amusing  or 
instructing  book,  when  about  120  or  130  patients  of  both  sexes  are 
collected  to  hear  him. 

Other  arrangements  for  recreation,  out  door  exercise,  regular 
employment,  and  religious  worship,  appear  to  be  as  usual ;  but 
some  have  been  rendered  more  efficient  by  the  great  interest  which 
the  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  Belgrave,  has  taken  in  them 
personally.  A  party  is  given  in  the  grounds  every  week  during 
summer,  attended  by  200  of  the  patients,  and  where  croquet, 
rounders,  and  other  games  are  played.  The  library  has  been  in¬ 
creased,  and  will  in  future  be  kept  in  the  school-room  of  each 
division,  from  which  the  books  will  be  circulated  by  the  attendants. 
Ten  more  men  at  present  work  upon  the  land ;  but  the  list  of  the 
regularly  employed,  comprising  about  half  the  men  and  two-thirds 
of  the  women,  has  not  been  otherwise  increased. 
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The  instances  of  seclusion  since  the  last  visit  have  been  very 
infrequent,  have  rarely  lasted  beyond  five  or  six  hours,  and  have 
been  confined  to  six  or  seven  patients.  In  connection  with  this 
circumstance  should  be  noticed,  as  further  proof  of  the  care  and 
efficiency  of  the  attendants  and  nurses,  the  cleanly  and  orderly 
condition  of  the  many  feeble,  epileptic,  and  paralysed  patients. 
The  dormitories  and  single  rooms  also  were  in  the  best  order 
throughout ;  and  the  paper,  which  has  now  been  nearly  four  years 
on  the  walls,  is  still  clean  and  undamaged. 

Our  former  impression  of  Dr.  Palmer’s  ability  and  success  in 
the  conduct  of  the  Asylum  has  been  strengthened  by  our  present 
visit.

The  Superintendent  has  the  honour  of  submitting 
to  the  Committee  of  Visitors  the  following  Report 
and  Statistics  of  the  Asylum  for  the  year  1865,  the 
thirteenth  since  the  opening  of  the  Institution. 

There  were  in  the  Asylum  at  the  commencement 
of  the  year  439  patients— 213  men  and  226  women ; 
the  admissions  consisted  of  63  men  and  55  women 
admitted  for  the  first  time,  9  men  and  9  women  in 
whom  relapses  had  taken  place,  and  10  men  and  22 
women  (chronic  cases)  received  back  from  the  Bow 
and  Birmingham  Asylums,  to  which  they  had  been 
sent  on  account  of  former  insufficiency  of  room. 
The  total  number  under  treatment  was,  consequently, 
007—295  men  and  312  women.  Of  these,  26  men 
and  27  women  were  discharged  recovered;  1  man 
and  1  woman,  out-county  patients,  were  removed  to 
other  asylums  ;  1  man  and  3  women  were  discharged 
relieved  to  the  care  of  their  friends,  who  signed  the 
undertaking  required  by  the  statute  ;  3  men  escaped ; 
and  28  men  and  15  women  died  ;  thus  making  the 
total  of  discharges  and  deaths  105 — 59  men  and  46 
women, — and  leaving  on  the  books  at  the  close 
of  the  year  236  men  and  266  women — total  502 
patients. 
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The  mean  daily  resident  number  of  men  during 
the  year  was  216.36,  of  women  289.92,  and  of  both 
sexes  collectively  456.28. 

Calculated  on  these  numbers,  the  mortality  was 
12.94  per  cent,  amongst  the  men  and  6.25  per  cent, 
amongst  the  women,  being  in  all  9.42  per  cent. 

The  recoveries  were  38.93  per  cent,  of  the  number 
admitted  (omitting  for  obvious  reasons  the  patients 
brought  back  from,  the  Birmingham  and  Bow  Asy¬ 
lums),  being  on  the  men’s  side  36.11  per  cent.,  and 
on  that  of  the  women  42.18  per  cent. 

The  health  of  the  patients  generally  was  very  good, 
the  cases  under  medical  treatment  being  for  the  most 
part  of  a  chronic  and  incurable  character  in  which 
remedial  agents  were  chiefly  of  service  as  palliatives, 
or  at  best  as  checks  to  downward  progress.  A  very 
serious  interruption,  however,  to  the  sanitary  con¬ 
dition  of  the  Asylum  was  threatened  during  the 
summer  by  one  of  the  nurses  being  attacked  with 
small-pox  a  few  days  after  visiting  Lincoln,  where 
this  disease  was  at  that  time  prevalent.  It  was 
promptly  communicated  to  one  of  the  patients,  and 
its  further  spread  was  regarded  as  almost  certain,  but 
the  isolation  of  these  two  cases  and  the  vaccination 
of  every  person  in  the  Asylum  who  had  neither  had 
small-pox  nor  been  successfully  vaccinated,  happily 
stayed  its  progress. 

The  number  of  cases  admitted  in  which  the  in¬ 
sanity  was  of  very  long  standing,  or  combined  with 
paralysis,  or  general  paresis,  was  somewhat  larger

than  in  previous  years,  and  hence,  as  may  be  ex¬ 
pected,  the  proportion  of  recoveries  was  rather  less 
and  the  mortality  rather  higher  than  usual.

Inquests. 


Opening  of  the 
New  Wings. 


Inquests  were  held  in  the  cases  of  two  epileptic 
patients — a  man  and  a  young  woman— who  were 
found  dead  during  the  night,  with  every  appearance 
of  having  had  a  recent  lit  of  epilepsy.  The  easy 
position  in  which  the  latter  was  found  and  the 
entire  absence  of  venous  congestion  of  her  features 
indicated  that  she  had  not  died  of  asphyxia,  but 
in  all  probability  of  paralysis  of  the  heart  occurring 
at  the  onset  of  the  convulsions.  The  verdict  in 
each  case  was  to  the  effect  that  death  had  taken 
place  in  a  natural  way  from  epilepsy. 

The  crowded  state  of  the  Asylum  which  had  for 
some  time  rendered  its  management  perplexing  and 
laborious,  and  a  proper  classification  of  the  patients 
impossible,  was  completely  relieved  by  the  opening 
of  the  new  wings  which  were  handed  over  by  the 
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Contractor  in  October.  The  out-patients  were  at 
once  recalled,  a  general  re-classification  made,  and 
the  new  wards  opened  with  an  evening  dance  and 
other  amusements,  into  which  a  large  body  of  patients 
entered  with  their  usual  zest. 

The  Institution  having  arrived  at  another  stage 
of  its  growth,  it  might  be  we]l  briefly  to  state  to  the 
Visitors  the  extent  of  accommodation  now  provided. 
Before  the  recent  enlargement,  the  building  was 
adapted  to  hold  410  patients  in  equal  numbers  of 
each  sex,  but  owing  to  the  accumulation  of  chronic 
and  imbecile  cases  this  number  was  exceeded  :  a 
gallery  and  day-room  on  each  side  of  the  Asylum 
were  occupied  as  sleeping-rooms,  and  a  room  on 
the  third  floor  of  the  central  building,  which  was 
intended  to  be  reserved  for  the  treatment  of  con¬ 
tagious  cases  only,  was  likewise  occupied  with  beds 
for  ordinary  patients.  By  this  arrangement  the 
Asylum  was  enabled  to  hold  450  patients  ;  but  apart 
from  the  risk  attending  the  misappropriation  of  the 
room  on  the  third  floor,  the  night-ventilation  of  the 
converted  galleries  and  day-rooms  was  far  from  being 
satisfactory.  These  additional  beds  were  soon  filled, 
and,  in  1862, 12  men  and  12  women  were  removed  to 
another  asylum,  in  order  to  avoid  the  alternative  of 
suspending  admissions.  In  1864  the  women's  wards 
were  again  full,  and  it  became  necessary  to  send 
away  12  more  female  patients.*  The  Asylum  is  now, 

*  These  thirty-six  patients  still  remained  under  the  charge  of  the  Visitors  at 
a  cost  to  the  county  of  £1323  12s.  6d.— being  the  amount  paid  for  their  main¬ 
tenance  in  excess  of  what  they  would  have  cost  at  home  (which  latter  only  could 
be  required  from  the  Unions),  together  with  the  expenses  attending  their  removal 
to  and  from  the  Asylums.

however,  well-adapted  to  contain  570  patients — viz. : 
285  of  each  sex. 

The  new  wings,  each  affording  accommodation 
for  80  patients,  are  attached,  at  right  angles,  to 
the  east  and  west  ends  of  the  original  structure 
with  which  they  correspond  in  style  of  elevation, 
although  they  differ  very  considerably  from  it  in 
internal  arrangement.  The  upper  floor  on  each 
side  is,  with  the  exception  of  one  room  used 
for  the  sewing-machine,  occupied  by  sleeping- 
rooms,  which,  after  the  patients  rise  in  the  morning 
can  be  left  open  to  free  natural  ventilation.  The 
dormitories  are  provided  with  seats,  wash  stands, 
and  such  other  simple  furniture  as  is  calculated 
to  arouse  and  maintain  the  patients’  self-respect, 
the  absence  of  which  is  incompatible  with  re¬ 
covery.  Each  dormitory  has  either  an  attendant 
sleeping  in  it,  or  is  in  immediate  connection  with  an 
attendant’s  room,  and  is  lighted  by  a  gas-burner  shut 
off  from  communication  with  the  air  of  the  room,  and 
contrived  so  that  the  flame  may  be  easily  regulated 
by  the  attendant.  On  the  ground-floor  are  placed 
the  patients’  work-room  or  sitting-room,  reading- 
room,  school-room  and  library,  dining-hall,  scullery, 
bath-room,  lavatory,  stores,  &c.  The  warming  and 
ventilation  are  effected  by  open  fire-places  with  re¬ 
flecting  sides  of  white  glazed  fire-bricks,  and  fire¬ 
boxes  behind  the  grates  through  which  fresh  air 
passes  from  a  channel  communicating  with  the  out¬ 
side  of  the  building,  and  is  distributed  by  means  of 
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flues  and  valves.  Each  fire  takes  its  supply  of  air 
from  a  valve  placed  in  the  hearth.  In  this  way  the 
dormitories  are  kept  aired  by  the  fires  in  the  sitting- 
room,  dining-hall,  &c.,  underneath  ;  and  it  will,  con¬ 
sequently,  not  be  necessary  to  light  fires  in  them 
very  frequently  after  the  walls  are  once  thoroughly 
dry.  The  vitiated  air  of  the  rooms  passes  through 
openings  in  the  ceilings  into  foul-air  flues,  which  are 
carried  up  in  the  chimnies  between  the  smoke-flues, 
and  deliver  just  under  the  cappings.  The  windows 
are  all  of  the  ordinary  sash  kind,  but  with  limited 
openings,  and  have  a  simple  contrivance  to  allow  a 
considerable  amount  of  ventilation  to  take  place 
during  wet  weather  without  admitting  the  rain,  or 
causing  a  downward  draught.  The  hot  and  cold 
water  apparatus  being  found  ample  to  meet  the 
increased  requirements,  the  old  pipes  have  been 
simply  extended  into  the  new  building,  and  a 
storing-cistern  for  cold  water  placed  in  each  wing. 
The  rainwater  from  the  rooves  is  collected,  and,  after 
passing  through  a  filter,  runs  into  the  well-headings. 

The  report  of  Mr.  Porter,  the  gas-engineer,  who 
was  directed  by  the  Visitors  to  enquire  into  the 
condition  of  the  gas-works,  especially  with  regard  to 
the  requirements  for  the  additional  number  of  burners 
to  be  fixed,  pointed  out  that  the  supply  was  not 
nearly  sufficient  for  the  building  when  enlarged. 
(It  had,  indeed,  been  barely  sufficient  to  light  the 
Asylum  indifferently  during  long  winter  afternoons 
and  evenings  ever  since  the  enlargement  in  1858, 

c

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and  it  occasionally  happened  that  the  wards  were 
only  half-lighted  to  avoid  their  being  left  in  darkness 
through  exhaustion  of  the  supply.)  The  ovens  were 
reported  to  be  too  few  in  number,  the  washer  and 
condenser  too  small ;  purifiers  of  greatly  extended 
size  were  required,  the  holder  was  much  too  small  for 
efficient  storage,  and  a  larger  main  was  necessary. 
A  re-arrangement  of  the  works,  using  as  far  as 
possible  those  portions  of  the  apparatus  then  in 
operation,  was  considered  by  Mr.  Porter  as  the  best 
that  could  be  done  to  secure  efficiency  and  economy 
in  the  manufacture  and  supply  of  gas  for  the  in¬ 
creasing  requirements  of  the  Asylum.  A  tender  with 
specifications  having  been  submitted  to  the  Visitors, 
and  accepted,  the  work  was  proceeded  with  and 
brought  into  operation  just  as  the  building  was 
ready  for  occupation.  As  the  work  progressed,  it 
was  discovered  that  the  tar-tank  was  not  only 
insufficient  in  size,  but  that  the  tar  was  leaking  from 
it  into  the  fissures  of  the  rock  which  communicate 
with  the  absorbing-tank  for  the  sewage.  This  tank 
was,  consequently,  emptied  and  abandoned,  and  a 
new  and  larger  tank  constructed.  Also,  in  lengthen¬ 
ing  the  retort-house  for  the  introduction  of  additional 
ovens,  the  iron  framework  of  the  roof  was  found  to 
be  so  much  corroded  as  to  crumble  under  the  work¬ 
men’s  hands,  and  a  good  deal  of  new  material  and 
extra  labour  were  required  to  make  the  roof  secure. 
These  items,  being  unforeseen,  were  not  included  in 
the  specification  or  tender.  When  piers  for  a  pair  of 
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gates  have  been  built,  and  the  painting  of  the  new 
gas-holder  finished,  Mr.  Porter’s  contract  will  have 
been  efficiently  completed. 

A  considerable  space  of  ground  remains  covered 
with  building  stone  and  debris  from  the  quarry, 
which  has  been  kept  open  to  facilitate  the  building 
of  the  new  chapel  when  the  Visitors  are  ready  to 
proceed  with  it.  Should  the  season  be  considered  too 
far  advanced  to  accomplish  the  work  this  year,  it 
would  be  desirable  to  clear  the  ground  on  the  west 
side  of  the  Asylum,  and  get  it  under  cultivation. 
The  heaps  of  rubbish  from  the  sewage  tank  and  on 
the  east  side  of  the  building  can  only  be  disposed  of 
when  it  is  determined  to  fill-in  the  quarry. 

With  one  or  two  exceptions,  the  attendants  and 
servants  performed  their  duties  with  steadiness  and 
trustworthiness  ;  and  the  head  attendants  continued 
to  merit  the  high  estimation  in  which  the  Super¬ 
intendent  has  always  held  them. 

Dr.  Belgrave  having  resigned  his  appointment 
as  Assistant  Medical  Officer  in  the  Asylum,  which 
he  had  held  with  so  much  credit  for  two  years,  was 
succeeded  in  the  autumn  by  Dr.  William  Douglas, 
whose  services  have  been  rendered  unusually  valu¬ 
able  through  his  previous  acquaintance  with  Asylum 
practice  and  management.  Both  he  and  the  other 
Officers  have  very  effectively  aided  the  Superinten¬ 
dent  in  his  efforts  to  secure  for  the  patients  the  most 
judicious  treatment,  and  to  maintain  the  Institution 
in  a  steadily  progressive  condition.
